Mistakes Cost Don Victory

The price of a homecom- 
ing victory for the Santa 
Ana College gridders was 
too much Saturday night. 

The Dons played well 
enough to win, but costly 
mistakes raised the ‘going 
rate of the ball game out of 
their reach. 

A lost fumble and a pass in- 
terception inside the 10-yard line 
meant a pair of sure touchdowns 
for SAC, enough to erase the 
eventual 11 point, 25-14, San 
Bernardino win margin. 

TURNING POINT 

Probably the turning point in 
the game was at the gun ending 
the third period. On what ap- 
peared to be the last play of the 
quarter, San Bernardino punted 
dead on the SA 42. 

But the officials said the per- 
iod had ended before the snap 
of the ball. On the subsequent 
punt, Al Hopkins fumbled into 
the Indians’ hands, and Berdoo 
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drove 41 yards to expand a 19- 
14 edge to an 11 point spread, 
and time was running out. 

The Dons, off to a slow start 
and behind 138-0, came to life late 
in the second quarter. 

Woody Deckard came in at 
quarterback and moved SAC to 
the 10-yard line, before an Ind- 
ian picked off one of his passes. 

He generated an attack that 
brought the Dons to the two be- 
fore Tony Gardea fumbled. 

Finally, after Dennis Collier 
intercepted a San Bernardino 
aerial and Deckard connected 
with Wally Wooten for 24 yards, 


the sophomore quarterback threw 
nine yards to Larry Adams for a 
TD. Don Eisner’s conversion nar- 
rowed the Indian lead to 13-7. 
GO AHEAD 

The first time the Dons got 
the ball in the second half, they 
drove down to the nine yard line, 
then Rick Ganges sprinted into 
the end zone and Bisner convert- 
ed to put SAC one up, 14-13, 

The Indians’ Chuck Bertolina 
who threw for all four Berdoo 
scores, passed San Bernardino 
back down the field and across 
the goal line to put the Indians 
ahead to stay.
